St. Petersburg, May 22.—The first 
itep towards 
the institution 
of the 
long contemplated council of national 
iefense to co-ordinate the activities of 
:ho military and naval administrations, 
aas been taken in an imperial mani­ 
festo creating a special 
preliminary 
ronimlsston under tilt1 presidency of 
3rand Duke Nicholaievlteh. 
The manifesto is preceded by a re- 
icript which Emperor Nicholas has ad­ 
dressed to the grand duke, in which 
Ms majesty says: 
"In order to insure the development 
af the empire’s fighting force In a man­ 
ner corresponding to the needs and re­ 
sources of the state and uniformity in 
the duties of the supreme naval and 
military administration 
and also to 
harmonize them with those of other 
government institutions in questions 
affecting the safety 
of tho state, I 
have deemed it necessary to establish 
i permanent defense council. I charge 
the special commission, consisting of 
num bers appointed by me under the 
presidency of your imperial highness, 
Lo draw up according to my direct sug­ 
gestion a law relating to this institu­ 
tion.” 
The formation of the council and 
the assumption by it of control of the 
war is expected to ensue shortly, as 
the main details have 
already been 
worked out. 


Existing Council Superceded. 
The existing council of war, which 
has proved unsatisfactory, will be su­ 
perseded by the new body. 
The step 
Is an extremely 
important one, for 
which the events of the war In the far 
East have shown the necessity, the 
two departments failing 
to work to­ 
gether to the best 
advantage, even 
when actuated by tho most harmonious 
feelings, and friction has been often 
manifested. 
Many 
opportunities for 
helpful co-operation between the two 
arms 
of the service are 
constantly 
arising and, if Admiral Rojestvensky 
succeeds in reaching Vladivostok and 
shaking the Japanese mastery of the 
sea, 
the council 
will 
play a 
very 
weighty role. 
At the same time the 
council is created, not for the present 
war, hut as a permanent organization 
of the .state, 
subordinating the war 
and navy departments and then over­ 
shadowing the other ministries. 
The formation of the new council 
means the definite abandonment of the 
plan of sending Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaievitch to the far East to as­ 
sume supreme command on land and 
sea. 
General Linevitch and Vice Admiral 
Birileff will he left unhampered except 
as to the grand outlines of strategy. 


R U S S I A N A T T A C K S R E P U L S E D . 


Attempts to Capture Two Japanese P o ­ 
sitions End in Failure. 
Tokio, May 22.—The following offi­ 
cial report is published: 
“ In the direction of Weiyuanpaomen 
on the morning of May 19 the enemy, 
with two companies of infantry and 
two squadrons of cavalry, again a t­ 
tacked Cliiengtzu but was repulsed at 
I o’clock 
in the 
afternoon. 
Simul­ 
taneously the enemy, with one regi­ 
ment of infantry and five squadrons of 
cavalry, actively attacked Chingyang- 
pao but 
was entirely repulsed 
at (J 
o’clock in the evening. 
‘ There has been no material change 
at 
Changtu except 
collisions 
with 
scouts since we repulsed the enemy on 
May 18. 
On 
the right bank 
of the 
Liao river the enemy's cavalry is con­ 
centrating, its main strength being at 
Kungchuliang, 
eight miles 
west of 
Fallopian. 
At noon of May 19 they a t ­ 
tempted Lo threaten 
the rear of our 
camps by making a southwestern de­ 
tour, but our strong guards disheart­ 
ened them and they retreated far iii a 
northwesterly 
direction without 
a t­ 
taining their object.”

Chicago, May 22.—Chicago is threat­ 
ened with a race war of serious propor­ 
tions. 
Embittered by the shooting of 
Enoch Carlson, an eight-year-old boy, 
last week by two negroes, the residents 
In the vicinity have armed themselves 
and clashes between white and color­ 
ed men have become so frequent since 
the Carlson murder that it has been 
found necessary to detail scores of po­ 
licemen 
in the quarter to 
preserve 
petue. 
Even this precaution has been 
unsuccessful in keeping the opposing 
factions apart. 
In 
a riot which broke out 
in this 
quarter 
Sunday night between 
the 
whites and the* blacks, J a m e s Gray, 
colored, was killed, Harry Bernstein 
■was mortally wounded ari l a building 
In which Bernstein was being held a 
captive 
suffering 
from four 
bullet 
wounds, 
was 
stoned 
and 
partially 
wrecked by a mob of 1.000 persons. 
The trouble started when Jam es Gray 
accused Bernstein and a white com­ 
panion of being trouble makers. Sine 
the team sters’ strike Gray has been 
employed 
by a coal company 
as a 
driver. 
The merits of the strike and 
tim shooting of young Carlson wore' 
up for discussion. 
Angry words soon 
led to blows and in the fight thai fol­ 
lowed Gray drew a knife and attacked 
both men. 
Bernstein, who is a bar­ 
tender in the \bonity, drew a revolver 
and fired four shots. 
Two of the bul­ 
lets took effect in Gray’s body and he 
fell unconsc ious to the sidewalk. 
lie 
died while being removed to a hos­ 
pital. 


Colored Men Attacked Bernstein. 
As 
Bernstein and 
his 
companion 
were leaving the scene of the shoot­ 
ing two colored men who had been at­ 
tracted by the noise seized the bar­ 
tender and a scuffle for possession of 
the revolver began. 
While the strug­ 
gle was ’n progress 
Special Police­ 
man Tinsley, colored, ca m e running 
up. 
Bernstein then fired 
twice at 
Tinsley, who drew his own revolver 
and fired four shots, each bullet tak­ 
ing 
effect in Bernstein’s 
body. 
As 
Bernstein fell 
unconscious, a crowd 
that had been attracted by the first 
shots hurried toward Tinsley and the 
wounded man. 
With the assistance of another col­ 
ored man. Tinsley picked Bernstein 
up 
and ran 
into a near-by 
saloon. 
Tinsley stood in the doorway of the 
saloon, with drawn revolver, but tho 
crowd, which was 
composed of ne­ 
groes, was crying for vengeance for 
the killing of Gray, and Tinsley finally 
shut and barred the door. 
T h e crowd, 
which 
had 
now grown 
to a 
mob, 
rushed 
at the building 
and its 
en­ 
trances. 
Finding all the doors locked 
and being 
unsuccessful in 
their ef­ 
forts to force them open, large stones 
ami other missiles were thrown at tho 
building and every 
window and fix­ 
ture's in the place was shattered and 
demolished. 
While 
the 
disturbance 
was going on three negroes dragged 
Bernstein into the basement and with 
clubs in their hands stood ready to de­ 
fend him. 


Desperate Fight With Mob. 


In the meantime the police at cen­ 
tral station had been 
notified of the 
trouble and two pat r d wagons and an 
ambulance filled with policemen were 
hurried lo the scene, but it was only 
after a desperate fight in which sev­ 
eral of the rioters were badly bruised 
by the policemen’s clubs that the mob 
was 
forced back 
from the 
saloon, 
shouting for 
Bernstein. 
The police 
told 
them that Bernstein had 
been 
killed. 
This was 
not 
enough, how­ 
ever, to satisfy them, and finally the 
bartender, who was unconscious, was 
placed on a stretcher, a cover thrown 
over his face and brought to the door 
of the saloon. 
This had a quieting ef­ 
fect on the crowd and they soon dis­ 
persed. 
After lie had been revived in the hos­ 
pital Bernstein declared th a t Gray had 
started the trouble, and that he had 
killed the negro in self-defense.

The 
team sters’ union has taken as firm a 
stand as the employers 
and it was 
stated 
by President Rhea that 
the 
union would never call off the strike 
until the express companies came to 
terms. 
The first spread of the strike is ex­ 
pected to come when the lumbermen’s 
association, an organization employing 
2,JOO teamsters, 
issues an 
order to 
their men to make deliveries to strike­ 
bound finns. 
in anticipation of such an order the 
teamsters met Sunday and voted to go 
on strike should any teamster be dis­ 
charged for refusing to obey the order 
of 
the association. 
With 
nonunion 
drivers making deliveries for tho lum ­ 
bermen, the trouble will undoubtedly 
spread to affiliated industries, as the 
union men employed on buildings will 
refuse to handle material delivered by 
nonunion labor.
